The Agricultural Branch of the Training 
of San Antonio Children. 
The school garden system of San Anto­ 
nio, Tex., is on un established, practical 
basis. It is said that this city inis more 
gardens attached to its schools than any 
place of its size in the world. There are 
IGI) of these cultivated plots attached to 
the twenty-nine public 
schools. 
-lh® 
gardens ure in charge of school superin­ 
tendents, but the work of planting, cul­ 
tivating and harvesting the product* ox 
each is carried on by the pupils of tho 
school to-which the garden belongs. 
I ho 
gardens va tty 
from one-tenth 
to one- 
(juarter of an acre. 
It i& estimated taut 
the total acreage is more than IOO, or 
equal to th at of a good sized farm. 
The boys of the schools take a great 
pride in their gardens. 
T he teacher* 
declare that since the gardens were es­ 
tablished the boys are much more in­ 
dustrious in their studies, 
that 
they 
learn more readily and that they ail 
show evidence of material improvement 
in their health and physical condition. 
The climate of San Antonio is peculiar­ 
ly adapted to the operation of the school 
garden system. 
The work can be car­ 
ried on during practically 
the 
whole 
school term. 
Certain vegetables can be 
grown successfully during tile fall aud 
winter. 
Tile spring gardens are planted 
early in February and the products are 
matured and harvested by the time the 
school term ends iii June. 
An enormous 
quantity of vegetables is grown. 
I lie 
boys take such a keen interest in the 
work that they give little time to play­ 
ing the games that usually consume a 
good part of the time of young students. 
There is much rivalry among the dif­ 
ferent schools over the gardens. 
Text books on agriculture now are 
used iii the public 
schools 
of 
San 
Antonio. T he youths are give na basic 
training in farming and gardening aud 
are enabled to put their knowledge to 
practical use iii the gardens that are 
provided for them. 
Energetie boys who 
become interested in the work do not 
confine their labors to the school gar­ 
den but many of them have converted 
unsightly back yards and vacant 
lot* 
at their homes Into cultivated plots.—*

NEW FOUNDATION SYSTEM. 


6oft Soil Filled W i t h Rubb le by Mean* 
of Pointed Ram. 
A new’ m ethod of m aking founda­ 
tions, originally devised for unstable 
soils, but now used under all sorts of 
conditions, is described in Engineer­ 
ing (London). This plan, known as the 
“compressol” sy stem , has been in use 
in and about P aris for about seven 
y ears. 
It consists in 
m aking holes 
.th roug h the soft soil down to liardpan 
by m eans of a tapering ram. w hich is 
forced down like a pile driver, and 
then filling these holes with stones 
and nibble in successive lay ers, each 
of which is firmly ram m ed down. The
